He is to be left com pletely to rest 
until tom orrow .”

T he plane was found n ear Filtvet, 
a .small town on the west side of the 
Oslo Fjord, about 30 miles from the 
Norwegian 
capital.

house to the crash scene is alm ost 
two miles away, and apparently its 
j occupants did not hear the explosion 
when the plane crashed.

Mercury Dips To 
<S Below Freezing 


T his m orning went down in the 
records as the coldest so far this 
tall w hen the m ercury dropped to 
24 degrees. The previous low 
for 
the season was 30 degrees, reached 
first on October 28 and again No­ 
vember 6. 
Adams county shared this fore­ 
taste of w inter w ith m ost of the 
rest of the state. Highways through­ 
out the w estern end of the state 
were hazardous as a result of below- 
freezing 
tem peratures 
and 
snow. 
The snow ranged from heavy flurries 
iii Pittsburgh to a four-inch fall in 
Erie and in the m ountains east of 
Pittsburgh. T em peratures averaged 
in the low twenties. 
A num ber of skidding accidents 
were reported as thin layers of ice 
formed on streets, highw ays and 
bridges The Pennsylvania turnpike 
was hazardous from Allegheny tu n ­ 
nel to Donegal. Roads were reported 
slippery a t m any points in Butler, 
Crawford, W ashington and 
W est­ 
m oreland counties. 
Seven persona were h urt in skid­ 
ding accidents. 
Hie new cold blast brought a rush 
of orders for coal.

BYRNES CALLS 
FOR TAX CUT 


Biloxi. Miss., Nov. 22 (A’)—A for 
mer cabinet officer made a sharp 
attack on government fiscal policies 
last night and called for a drop in 
taxes and the national debt. 
In his second assault on the T ru­ 
man adm inistration, form er Secre­ 
tory of State Jam es F Byrnes told 
the Southern Governors' conference 
that federal taxes and the public 
debt constitute the real trouble now 
besetting this country. 
Tile cure, added the form er ad­ 
m inistration 
stalw art, 
was to be 
found neither is a larger public debt 
nor in a heavier tax load, but he saw’ 
no 
immediate 
remedy. 
Deficit 
spending will continue, he declared. 
Byrnes’ first attack on the adm in­ 
istration came in a recent speech at 
Washington 
and 
Lee 
university. 
There, he charged the federal gov­ 
ernm ent with “statism ,” with taking 
over more and more the powers and 
prerogatives of local governments. 
Last night he told the south’s 
chief executives: “We should devote 
to cutting expenditures some of the 
thought we are devoting to taxing 
and borrowing. But cutting expendi­ 
tures is not seriously considered in 
the executive departm ents and new 
taxes will not be seriously consid­ 
ered in Congress. So deficit spend­ 
ing will continue,” Byrnes said. 
“Big government Is more danger- 
our than big business.” Byrnes add­ 
ed. “Little governments can regu­ 
late big business x x x but it is diffi­ 
cult to regulate big government.”
